London, Feb. 21 (AP)—U. S. 


Fortresses and Liberators dealt 
the Nazi homcfrnnt its fourth 
great aerial blow in 36 hours by 
bombarding northwest Germany 
today a few hours after the RAF 
had hammered Stuttgart on the 
southwest border. 


Today's American force was 


officially announced as "approxi- 
mating" the size of the record 
2,000-planc armada which struck 
.Leipzig and other key German 
centers Sunday, attesting the 
U. 
S. 
Air Force's 
growing 


strength. 
The bomber section 


probably again approached the 
1,000-plane figure, with an ad- 
ditional thousand escorting 
fighters—presumably the Eighth 
Air Force's impressive array of 
Thunderbolts, Lightnings and 
Mustangs, backed up by RAF 
Spitfires. 


The exact target was not an- 


nounced immediately.

record-breaking force of 2V000 
American heavy bombers and 
escorting fighters drove deep 
In Germany yesterday to strike 
a devastating blow at Nazi plane 
production in a raid described 
officially as "the largest, most 
important and most hazardous 
operation" ever undertaken by 
the U. S. Strategic Air forces. 


In Washington, Gen. Henry 


II. Arnold, commander of the 
U. S. Air forces, triumphantly 
asserted that 25 per cent of 
Germany's fighter plane pro- 
duction had been knocked 
out by the raids. 
The history-making attack was 


followed last night by new RAFxfor- 
ays against targets, not immediately 
identified, hi Germany and was 
preceded by a 2,300 (long)-ton Brit- 
ish assault Saturday night on Leip- 
zig and other targets in Germany 
and occupied territory in which the

in Tutow, Oschersleben and else- 
where in the Reich. 


"At stake to a great degree," 


said a "U. S. headquarters state- 
ment, "is Germany's ability to 
resist the coming invasion. The 
ultimate objectives not only are 
to complete the domination of 
the air when the invasion comes, 
with a resulting reduction in 
ground and naval casualties, 
but also the increased freedom 
for bombers to make precision 
daylight attacks on war indus- 
tries and communication." 
The statement marked the first 


time the U. S. Air forces had given 
informatt6n to interpret the mean- 
ing of an attack.

Lightning blows by American land, sea • 


and air forces have cost the enemy 19 to 
26 ships and 201 planes in the Truk as- 
sault alone. It was Japan's most dis- 
astrous week of the war she started at 
Pearl Harbor 26 months ago. 


The Japanese, in those seven explosive 


days, iM>t only lost five islands — the 
South Pacific Green group; scores of 
ships and hundreds of planes, but learned 
"the Allies could "hit out with multiple 
strikes simultaneously at key Nipponese 
bases from Rabaul to the Marshalls. 
Carrying forward the successive offensive 


n the central Pacific, American fighting men 
closed in on Eniwotek, westernmost of the 
Marshall islands, in a swiftly-executed inva- 
sion thrust. Capture of Engebi island, with 
ts strategic airfield only 750 miles from 
Truk, left only half of Eniwetok island and 
nearby Parry island to assure U. S. capture 
of the second Marshalls base. 


In other announcements, AdmiraUChester 


W. Nimitz told of week-long naval shelling 
and air bombardment of Japanese territory 
n the" Marshalls, and attacks on Ponope, 440 
miles west of Truk, and Kusaie, 330 miles 
southeast of Nonape. 


Rabaul Given Shelling 


General Douglas MacArthur reported from 


;he southwest Pacific the first shelling of 
Elabaul, Japan's once mighty fortress, and 
adjacent Kavieng^NewJrelandJ&iday_aJew 
hours before Allied planes slashed at Rabaul 
n three heavy strikes that neutralized one 
of its airdromes, at least temporarily. 


In a communique disclosing .the results of 


;he two-day attack on the Japanese naval 
bastion in the-centr'al Carolines February'16* 
and 17, Admiral Nimitz announced that "the 
Pacific fleet has returned at Truk the visit 
made by the Japanese fleet at Pearl Harbor 
on December 7, 1941, and effected a partial 
settlement of the debt." 


The Navy listed 19'enemy ships as defi- 


nitely sank, including two light cruisers, 
three destroyers, one ammunition ship, one 
seaplane tender, two oilers, two gunboats and 
eight cargo ships. Nine more vessels were 
accounted probably sent to the bottom of 
Truk's big lagoon. 


Bag 201 Japanese Planes 


Of the 201 planes destroyed by the several 


hundred attacking carrier aircraft, 127 were 
shot down in combat the first day and 74 
were smashed on the ground. In addition, 
more than 50 other parked planes were dam- 
aged. Nimitz said the initial approach of the 
task force was undetected, and that the 
enemy offered no air opposition on the second 
day. 


Five warships were sunk and 12 others 


damaged and 177 planes destroyed by the 
Japanese sneak attack on Pearl Harbor. Since 
then, an Associated Press compilation based 
on communiques and unofficial figures shows 
the enemy has lost 306 naval ships against 
130 for the United States.

Allied Headquarters, Naples, Feb. 21 


(AP)—American and British forces 
have stopped a supreme effort by dense- 
ly-packed German troops to wipe out the 
Anzio bridgehead and have thrown the ' 
enemy back two miles toward Carroceto, 
Allied headquarters announced today. 


The Nazi steamroller advance, aimed 


down the Anziate highway last Wednes- 
day morning toward Anzio, the core of 
Allied beachhead, was halted only after 
all elements of Allied power were called 
into play during 48 hours of the most 
intense period of the fighting. 


"Our effort was very greatly assisted 


by magnificent support given by Allied 
Naval units, Allied Air formations and 
both British and American artillery,"- 
the communique said. 
The German offensive reached its peak be- 


fore dawn Saturday. American tanks and 
infantry, under the cover of a heavy artillery 
barrage, began smashing forward at 6:30 
a. m. and were still rolling ahead yesterday. 


Nazis Are Reinfo'rced 


The intensity of the enemy effort was dem-

Allied Headquarters, Naples, Feb, 21 
(A P) — American and 
British forces 
have stopped a supreme effort by dense­ 
ly-packed German troops to wipe out the 
Anzlo bridgehead and have thrown the 
enemy back two miles toward C’arroceto, 
Allied headquarters announced today. 
The Nazi steamroller advance, aimed 
down the Anziate highway last Wednes­ 
day morning toward Anzio. the core of 
Allied beachhead, was halted only after 
all elements of Allied power were called 
into play during 48 hours of the most 
intense period of the fighting. 
“Our effort was very greatly assisted 
by magnificent support given by Allied 
Naval units. Allied Air formations and 
both British and American artillery,” 
the communique said. 
The German offensive reached its peak be­ 
fore dawn Saturday. 
American tanks and 
infantry, under the cover of a heavy artillery 
barrage, began smashing forward at 6;30 
a. rn. and were still rolling ahead yesterday. 
Nazis Are Reinforced 
The intensity of the enemy effort was dem­ 
onstrated by the apparance of elements of 
five regiments within one 1,000-yard area. 
Six enemy divisions threw their entire 
strength into the assault. Three others were 
held in reserve. 
An Allied spokesman announced the Ger­ 
mans steadily swelling their armies in Italy, 
now have 18 divisions involved in the Italian 
actions. Nine of these facing the beachhead, 
it was announced, are grouped under the 14th 
German Army, commanded by Gen. Eber- 
hard Von Mackensen, last reported on the 
Russian front. 
He is the son of the World 
War general. 
The bulk of the remaining divisions stand 
on the main Fifth Army front behind the 
Cassin defenses. 
They comprise the loth 
Army under Gen. Heinrich Von Vietinghof. 
Both armies still are under Field Marshal 
Albert Kesselring. 
Throwing everything they could muster 
into a mighty southward stab to split the 
Allied beachhead forces, the Germans had 
managed to punch some 4,000 yards below 
Carroceto before their advance was hurled 
back. 
Boche Suffers Heavy Casualties 
Their casualties were heavy, the dead pil­ 
ing up in great numbers, hundreds being 
wounded and at least 700 falling prisoner. 
Some of those captured said one German 
regiment alone had lost 60 per cent of its 
strength. 
Allied air operations yesterday were de­ 
voted almost exclusively to attacks on the 
broken German beachhead lines. 
Four-en- 
gined heavy bombers again joined medium 
and light bombers in bombing and shooting 
up enemy concentrations. 
The Allies sent 900 sorties into the air, the 
Germans sent up an estimated IOO, and the 
sky battles and attacks on both sides of the 
beachhead ground battle lines were rapidly 
rising to a record peak when the weather 
limited further forays.

NAVAL DEFEAT! 


IN JAP STAFFS 


New York, Feb. 21 (AP)—The 


Tokyo radio acknowledged today 
that Japan had suffered heavy losses 
hi the American attack on her great 
Naval base at Truk and announced 
simultaneously that both the chiefs 
of the Japanese Army and Naval 
general staffs had been relieved of 
their posts. 


Premier Gen. Hideki Tojo, a 


broadcast said, has personally as- 
sumed the role of chief of the Army 
general staff jn a sweeping shakeup 
that seemed to be a direct result 
of the American assault, described 
earlier by Admiral Chester \V. Nim- 
itz, commander-in-chief of the Pa- 
cific fleet, as "partial settlement" 
for the sneak attack on Pearl Har- 
bor. 


In a short wave broadcast to the 


United States, the Tokyo radio quot- 
ed an Imperial headquarters com- 
munique as acknowledging the at- 
tack on Truk had cost the Japanese 
two cruisers, three destroyers, 13 
transports and 120 planes. 


Admit Damages 


Another broadcast quoted an an- 


nouncement of the Navy Ministry 
as saying that Fleet Admiral Osami 
Nagano, chief of the Japanese Navy's 
general staff, had been "relieved of 
his post." The announcement added 
that Emperor Hirohito had named 
Admiral Shigetaro Shimada, Navy 
minister, to serve concurrently as 
chief of the Naval general staff. 


At the same time, the Tokyo radio 


said, the Japanese War ministry an- 
nounced that Field Marshal Gen. 
Sugiyima had been relieved of his 
post as chief of the Army general 
staff and that Premier Hideki Tojo 
himself had taken over the job. 


The broadcast were recorded by 


the U. S. Foreign Broadcast Intelli- 
gence Service.

NAVAL DEFEATS 
BRING SHAKEUP 
IN JAP STAFFS 


New York. Feb. 21 
I AP)-T h e 
Tokyo radio acknowledged today 
that Japan had suffered heavy losses 
in the American attack on her great 
Naval base at Truk and announced 
simultaneously that both the rhiefs 
of the Japanese Army and Naval 
general staffs had lx>en relieved of 
their posts, 
Premier 
Gen. 
Hldeki 
Tojo, 
a 
broadcast said, has personally as­ 
sumed the role of chief of the Army 
general staff in a .sweeping .shakeup 
that seemed to be a direct result 
of the American assault, described 
earlier by Admiral Chester W. Nim- 
itz, commander-in-chief of the Pa­ 
cific fleet, as "partial settlement" 
for the sneak attack on Pearl Har­ 
bor. 
In a short, wave broadcast to the 
United States, the Tokyo radio quot­ 
ed an Imperial headquarters com­ 
munique as acknowledging the at­ 
tack on Truk had cost the Japanese 
two cruisers, three destroyers, 13 
transports and 120 planes. 
Admit Damages 
Another broadcast quoted on an­ 
nouncement of the Navy Ministry 
as saying that Fleet Admiral Osami 
Nagano, chief of the Japanese Navy's 
general staff, had been "relieved of 
his past." Tile announcement added 
th at Emperor Hirohito had named 
Admiral Shigetnro Shiinada, Navy 
minister, to serve concurrently as 
chief of the Naval general staff. 
At the same time, the Tokyo radio 
said, the Japanese W ar ministry an­ 
nounced th at Field Marshal Gen. 
Sugiyima had been relieved of his 
post as chief of the Army general 
stafT and th at Premier Hideki Tojo 
himself had taken over the job.

State College, Pa., Feb. 21 (AP) — 
Scientists advise a tempting dish of 
golf green salad for ailing chickens 
and turkeys. 
It took P. H. Margolf, assistant 
professor of poultry husbandry at 
Pennsylvania State college, to find 
greens had other uses than shoulder 
the responsibility of an unsunk 
putt. 
Several months age, he collected 
the clippings from the college’s golf 
greens and started feeding them to 
turkeys in his experimental labora­ 
tories.

LOCK HORNS ON 
MANY ISSUES 


Washington, Feb. 21 (AP)—Presi- 


dent Roosevelt and Congress today 
appeared pointed toward a head-on 
collision over a series of home front 
policy issues that almost inevitably 
will reverberate in the political cam- 
paign.

Many Republican and some Demo- 


cratic legislators say there is evi- 
dence that preliminary efforts al- 
ready are being made to blame 
Congress for any domestic break- 
downs that may be subjected to po- 
litical attack in the Presidential 
campaign, if Mr. Roosevelt seeks re- 
election. 


Taxes, Food, Ballots 


While Administration supporters 


deny there is any.such intent, the 
facts are that the President and 
many members of both major par- 
ties in Congress are at odds on such 
explosive questions as food price 
subsidies, the method by which 
service personnel shall vote in the 
election, taxes, and, probably, the 
method by which demobilization 
shall be accomplished. 


The food subsidy question was 


only~temporarily disposed~of "last 
week' when the House sustained a 
Presidential veto of legislation ban- 
ning future payments to producers. 
It probably will come up again when 
the Administration asks next month 
for an extension of executive price 
control authority and may well be 
a prime issue when the parties meet 
in national convention. 


If Mr. Roosevelt vetoes the $2,315,- 


200.000 tax increase bill, as Congres- 
sional leaders have said he would, he 
probably will pitch the revenue 
question squarely into the campaign. 
He asked for $10.500.000,000 in new 
taxes, a figure that Wendell L. Will- 
kie, the 1940 Presidential nominee, 
said ought to be almost doubled. 


Post-War Policies Argued 


Mr. Roosevelt already has been 


outspoken on the sen-ice vote ques- 
tion, labelling a "states' rights" bill 
passed by both Houses in different 
form "a "fraud." His leaders got a 
Federal war ballot bill through the 
Senate, but the issue is bogged down 
in conference.
